Washington, June 25 — Th»» Chinp^se 
minister has aeked an armistice in the 
sending of Amerioan troops to China. 
bMed oa the aMUnmoe of CbioeBe 
Tteerays that they can maintain order. 
President McKinley while aoknowl- 
•dsiog bis gratitlcation at these assur- 
•BOM, has made It known to the Chl- 
B«M minister that the United States 
cannot relax Ms efforts to get troops to 
points wbers its olBcials are eonsldsred 
In danger. 

London, June 25.— Lord Sallsbary is 
still hopeful that the Chinese crisi.-, 
Will be solved without war against that 
ooontry as a whole. 

In spite of the alarming reports he 
inclines to the belief that the gOTern- 
ment of China, in some satisfactory 
form will shortly be able to reassert IL- 
Mlf. He does not mesn that he be- 
littles the professions of the varioiia 
viceroys who have given notice of their 
willingness to co-operate with the 
United States forces. Without oom- 
mttting hfmself to a d^nite view of 
the future, he appears averse to any 
scheme of territorial indemnity, which 
when order is restored, might be sug- 
gested by the powers who have suffer- 
ed during the uprising. 

The interview of the United States 
ambassador, Mr. Joseph H. Choate, 
with Lord Salisbury Saturday was due 
to instructions received from SecreUry 
Hay in which the ambassador was no- 
tified of the friendly professions of the 
various viceroys and was instructed to 
secure Lord Salisbury's views. 

Mr. Choate had not mentioned the 
crisis in the far east until he received 
Secretary Hay's cable message. Balls- 
biU7 maintained the belief that the 
dfplMBats at Peking had not been 
massacred and did not believe they 
were likely to be. He is eminently 
satisfled with the action aln aily taken 
by tiie United States. He expressed 
bis determination to use every endeav- 
or to restore order in the Pel-Ho val- 
ley and extricate the diplomats. His 
estimate of the situation was fingcd 
With a spirit of hopefulness that con- 
tfMtsd grestly with the geneiml tone 
Ol'tht British press. 

TIIK POWERS. 

Are Hurrying Troops to Disturbed 
DittricU In China. 

London, June 2fi.— Although the 
powers at last seem conscious of the 
magnitude of the Chinese peril and are 
ooncertedly hurrying froces to Taku, 
the International troopn available to 
overcome the immediate perils of the 
attosAloB. are totally inadequate. 

The alarm not only for the safety of 
Vice Admiral Seymour and his party, 
who are not mentioned in any of the 
dispaliches purporting to come from 
Peking, bat for his base at Tien Tain, 
remain unrelieved. Almost the only 
ray of light is the report of Sheng, the 
director of railroads and telegraphs, 
forwarded iff the French consul gen- 
eral at Shanghai, to the effect that the 
legations were safe June 19 and pre- 
paring to leave the capital with the 
COSlsent of the Chinese government. 

But the motives of the Chinese of- 
fldaJs in keeping the powers appeased 
by reassuring messages Is too obvious 
to allow the unreserved acceptance of 
the statements. 

Tien "Mb U so hard pressed that it 
mast be relieved before shsistaaee ean 
sent to Seymour's force. 

The absence of the exact dates of the 
iMt dispatch from Taku and other 
MMHfs% makes it diacult to connect 
the various stories, bat some of the 
dispatches might be re^ as indicating 
that even the large (ores mentioned by 
Rear Admiral ICempS as about to start 
towards Peking has met the same fate 
as the oepUsed.

MesKAice Kroni Hroucp. 
London, June 25.— The admiralty 
has received the following dispatch 
from Rear Admiral Bruce dated Taku 
vlt Chefu, June 24: "The total force 
which left Tien Tsin with the com- 
mander-in-cheit for Peking was about 
t,000, composed of detachments from 
the allied ships. No action could pos 
Bibly be taken to relieve the command- 
er-in-chief because it was only known 
that he was cut off by Tien Tsin being 
invested. Tien Tiin has been fighting 
for its life ever since. It was on ac- 
count of this information that the Chi- 
nese army had ordered trains for at- 
tacking Tten Tsin, that they were rav- 
aging Tongku and reinforcing Taku, 
as well as mining the month of the 
Pei-Ho, that it was promptly deter- 
mined to seize Taku. Since then every 
effort has been made to relieve Tien 
Tsin. 1 have commandeered a small 
coasting steamer for taking troops and 
sick and wounded across the bay to 
Wel-Hai-Wei, where I intend m:tking 
a temporary hospital and asylum for 
refugees." 

Message From Lewis. 

New York, June 23.— Richard C. 
Morse, general se<Tetary of the inter- 
national lommittee of the Young Men's 
Christian Association has received a 
cablegram from Robert B. Lewis, rep- 
resentative of the committee stationed 
at Shanghai dated June 2, which reads: 
'War is not likely to affect Shanghai. 
Lyon on way to Japan. Brooklyn on 
way Shanghai. There are four other 
representatives of the committee sta- 
tioned in China. They are D. Willard 
Lyon at Peking, Robert R. Gailey Tien 
Tsin, F. 8. Brockman Nankin and Wal- 
ter J. Southam, Hongkoag. Mr. Lyons' 
home is at Wooster, Ohio. 



May Be InMaded For Ohlaa. 

San Francisco, June 25.— An order 
from Adjutant General Corbin has 
been received at the presldo directing 
that the troops of the Eighth cavalry 
shall be recruited to their full war 
strength. In view of the fact that this 
organization was ordered recently to 
proceed to Manilla and the order to 
recruit to the limit Is sent some time 
Isiter, the opinion is expressed tlwit the 
regiment Is to be sent to China instead 
of the Philippines. The recruits will 
be selected from those now at the 
preslda 

More Troops Have Arrived. 
London, June 26. — ^In the house of 
commons, referring to the failure of 

the Amerioan and British forces to 
reach Tien Tsin June 21. the parlia- 
mentary secretary of the foreign of- 
fice, Mr. St John Broderick said that 
since the British troops from Hong- 
kong had arrived at TakU, it was 
believed that 3,000 Japanese, 1.000 Qw- 
mans and 2,000 French troops had also 
arrived there. But he added the gov- 
emmeot bad no Information regarding 
the later operations. 

Fore'gners Are Safe. 

Paris, June 25. — The French consu- 
lar general at Shanghai repoiled liiat 
the Cblnese minister of railroads and 
telegraphs, has informed him that all 
foreign ministers and foreigners at 
Peking were safe Tuesday, June 19, 
and were preparing to leave with the 
authority of the Chinese Kovernment. 

French Cruiser Sailed. 
Paris, June 25. — An official dispatch 
received here ^om Saigon, the capital 
of nwneh Coobin, China, says the 
French armored cruiser Vauban and 
the transport Caravane, have sailed 
north with IM auHriass aa4 a battery 
of arUUery.

Covington, Ky., June 25.— It was an- 
nounced that Judge James P. Tarvln, 
president of the Ohio Valley Bimetallic 
league would be a candidate for the 
gubernatorial nomination before the 
Kentucky Democratic convention at 
Lexington, July 10. Judge Tarvln has 
been a candidate for the vice presiden- 
tial nomination with Uryan, but his 
name will now be presented at Lex- 
ington iBSiead of Kansas City. Jadge 
Tarvln was the fellow-townsman of 
William Goebel and presented the 
name of the latter at tlW LOOlSTllle 
convention a year ago. 

To Modify Goebel Law. 
Ivouisville. June 25. — Democratic 
leaders announce that the Democratic 
state conventiOB ait Lexington July 19 
is certain to pass a resolution asking 
Governor Beckham to call an extra 
session of the legislature in order to 
modify the Goebel election law so it 
may be in operation In amMdad lOrm 
in the November election. 

Strike at St. I^uts.

All night cars on 
the liue.q traversing tbe northern and 
southern sections oC the city will be 
resumed as sooB aa It la thought sate 
to do so.

DEATH LIST IS SHOCKINQLY LARGE. 



Bodies of a If amber of Negro Laborers 
Have Been Taken From the 
Wreckage Bat Few Have 
Been Identlfled. 



Atlanta, June 25— Additional reporte 
received here from the scene of the 
wreck on the Macon branch of the 
Southern railway at MacDonough show 

that the list of the dead will probably 

number 41. The number of tbe gang 
of seetlOB hands which was on the 
wrecked tVBln Is not known. As th<^ 
wreckage is being removed the bodies 
of negro laborers are being discovered 
and several have been found along the 
banks of the creek. They have not 
been idcntlflrd. The entire gang was 
killed. Six bodies were brought hero 
to await Instructions from relatives aa 
to their destination. The work of re- 
pairing the broken roadbed is proceed- 
ing and trafllc will lie lesunnd at once. 

Three bodies were found in the 
wreckage. They are D. Y. Grlffln, 
supervisor, W. L. Morrlssette superlB- 
tendent of pumps, J. R. HuBBlcntt 
freight conductor, and two Other hO» 
dies charred to pieces. 

The pasasBgers who were saved in 
the Pullman car were not seriously 
hurt. 

Thei-e have been CO bodies taken 
from the wreck and rescuers are find- 
ing more as the wrsekafle is removed. 

One body can be seen under a heavy 
stone that cannot be removed. Rain 
continues falling \>\\t the railway of- 
ficials are rushing the work of clearing 
the wreck and balldlBg a trwtle. 
Slighteen of the bodies thus far recov- 
ered were employes of the road. Hun- 
dreds of people .lie vi-itiiiK the wreck 
and scores are trying to identify their 
relatives and friends among the dead*
